You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  To"wti  Hall  in 
said  town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  matters: 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  town  clerk. 

Art.  2.     To  choose  three  selectmen. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  a  town  treasurer. 

Art.  4.     To  choose  one  or  more  highway  agents. 

Art.  5.     To  choose  one  or  more  auditors. 

Art.  6.  To  choose  one  library  trustee  for  the  term  of 
three  years. 

Art.  7.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  board  of  cemetery 
commissioners  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  tax  assess- 
ors; and  if  so,  to  determine  the  number  of  assessors  and  to 
choose  the  same. 

Art.  9.     To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Art.  10.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  selectmen,  treasurer, 
cemetery  commissioners,  and  other  town  officers  heretofore 
chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  town  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  needed  to  defray  town  expenses  until 
the  taxes  shall  be  collected,  and  to  issue  the  notes  of  the 
town  for  all  sums  so  borrowed. 

Art.  12.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  pro- 
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visions  of  chapter  124  of  the  Pubhc  Statutes,  relating  to 
dealers  in  old  metals. 

Art.  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor. 

Art.  14.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  retire  three  thousand  dollars  of 
town  bonds  and  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  outstanding. 

Art.  15.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  laying  out;  building  and  repairing 
highways,  and  for  building  and  repairing  bridges. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  securing  state  aid  for  highways  in  this  town  under  the 
provisions  of  an  act  approved  February  24,  1903,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  state  aid  and  for  the  expenditures 
of  other  public  moneys  in  the  permanent  improvement  of 
main  highways  throughout  the  state,"  and  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof;  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  deemed  advisable  for  expenditure  under  the  provi- 
sions of  said  act  and  amendments;  and  to  pass  any  other 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  17.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  town  libraries. 

Art.  18.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  North  Haverhill  Public 
Library  in  addition  to  that  required  by  law. 

Art.  19.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  Decoration  Day. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars  for  a  free  hospital  bed  at  Cottage  Hospital  in  Haver- 
hill, for  the  period  of  one  year;  and  if  so,  to  elect  an  agent 
or  agents  to  expend  the  sum  so  raised;  and  to  pass  any 
other  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  repairing  and  improving  the  Town  Hall;  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  that  purpose;  and  to  pass  any  other 
vote  relating  thereto. 


Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  light  the  high- 
way running  Easterly  and  Southerly  from  the  Easterly  end 
of  the  Haverhill  Bridge  to  the  River  Road,  so  called;  to 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  that  purpose;  and  to  pass 
any  other  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  23.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  other  town  charges.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Haverhill: 

The  selectmen  submit  herewith  their  report  for  the  year 
ending  February  15,  1914. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  selectmen  to  present  such  a  report 
.as  will  give  the  taxpayers  a  clear  understanding  of  their 
town  affairs,  and  they  think  they  have  done  so  in  the 
information  given  on  the  following  pages.  Many  taxpayers 
do  not  wish  to  spend  the  time  (which  is  to  be  regretted)  to 
look  through  the  details  of  a  town  report,  and  your  select- 
men, therefore,  would  briefly  call  your  attention  to  a  few 
facts  and  statements. 

The  valuation  of  the  town  the  past  j'ear  shows  a  slight 
•decrease,  noticeably — the  item  of  money  at  interest.  The 
town  is  owing  no  notes,  and  has  no  outstanding  orders. 
Paj'^ment  has  been  made  of  $3,000  of  town  bonds,  leaving 
the  amount  of  bonds  outstanding  $12,000. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  paupers  charge- 
able to  the  town  during  the  past  year  and  that  the  County 
Poor  and  Quarantine  accounts  both  show  a  decrease  from 
last  year. 

As  to  highways:  for  ordinary  repairs  there  was  about  the 
usual  amount  expended.  At  the  last  March  meeting  the 
town  voted  a  special  appropriation  of  $2,000  and  this  money 
was  expended  on  two  roads;  the  road  running  easterly 
from  North  Haverhill  to  Pike  and  the  Oliverian  Brook  road. 
The  state  highway  (or  Trunk  Line,  so  called),  follows  the 
Connecticut  River  from  the  Piermont  town  line  to  Cottage 
Hospital  and  thence  easterly  to  the  Bath  town  line.  From 
Piermont  line  to  said  hospital  the  road  was  completed  last 
year.  Money  was  raised  at  the  last  town  meeting  to  com- 
plete this  highway  from  the  hospital  to  the  Bath  line,  but 
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the  state  higliM^ay  department  was  unable  to  finish  its  work. 
It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  there  is  sufficient 
money  provided  to  complete  this  highway.  Acting  upon 
a  vote  of  the  town  as  to  repairing  the  old  Haverhill-Newbury 
bridge  or  building  a  new  bridge,  your  board,  acting  with  the 
selectmen  of  Newbury,  Vt.,  decided  it  was  for  the  interest 
of  the  town  to  build  a  new  bridge.  No  appropriation  was 
made  for  this  bridge,  but  a  new  first-class  steel  bridge,  with 
concrete  flooring,  has  been  built  and  the  pier  and  abutments 
strongly  re-enforced  with  cement  and  iron.  The  total 
cost  of  the  bridge  was  a  little  over  $20,000  making  the  cost 
to  the  town  of  Haverhill  about  $10,000,  all  of  which  has  been 
paid. 

The  net  debt  of  the  town  is  now  $8,464.37  which  is  an 
increase  of  $2,394.86  over  last  year.  This  increase  was 
brought  about  by  paying  for  the  Haverhill-Newbury  bridge. 
Had  the  town  raised  money  to  pay  for  this  bridge  it  would 
today  be  practically  out  of  debt. 

In  closing  this  report,  your  selectmen  wish  to  record  the 
great  loss  which  the  town  has  sustained  in  the  removal  by 
death  of  Charles  J.  Pike,  who  last  March  was  your  choice 
for  first  selectman.  His  service  for  a  period  of  nearly  seven- 
teen years  was  marked  by  faithful  and  devoted  efficiency, 
for  which  the  members  of  the  present  board,  each  of  whom 
had  served  with  him  as  a  colleague,  wish  to  express  unquali- 
fied appreciation.  By  his  death  the  town  loses  one  of  its 
most  useful  and  honored  citizens.
